Billed by the UP editors as a 
man “who has known Rhee*for 
many years and has talked fre- 
quently with him,” Hoberecht 
tired to outdo the recent Corona- 
tin officials in undédulterated 
flunkeydom. | 

“Korea is the most importazit 
thing in the life of Syngman 
Rhee,” began Hoberecht. This 
is a lie, ay Rhee’s lifelong career 
as traitor has shown. The -Al- 
mighty Dollar is the most impor’ 
tant thing in ‘the life of Rhee. 


“He has devoted his entire 
lifetime to buisding an indepen- 
dent and de«mocratic Korea,” 
Hoberecht, whose tongue at the 
moment of typing that should 
have~ punched a hole through 
his cheek. It is net even an 
open secret—in fact it is no secret 
of any kind whatsoever, that 
Rhee has installed in the southern 
part of Korea a police state, a 
fascist police state. 


THE REMAINDER of Hobe- 
recht’s dispatch is the kind of 
tissue of half -truths and whole- 
lies which make must of the 


working press blush for its pro- 


fession. 

Svngman Rhee’s biography is 
well known throughout Asia and 
most of the rest of the world. 
Unless we want to be the laugh- 
ing stock of mankind and the ob- 
jects’ of our children’s justified 
scorn we would do well to see 
the man for what he is. 


Hoberecht writes that “he 
campaigned against the old Ko- 
trean monarchy, even though he 
claimed royal blood,” and that 
he was imprisoned and tortured. 
But Hoberecht discreetly omits 
the fact that while he was “cam- 
paigning against the old Korean 
monarchy, he was a member of 
the Emportr’s secret council, and 
that he “campaigned” with—“con- 
spired with” would be more ac 
curate — ane mpeg Koreans 
who were working to betray their 
country to Japanese imperialism. 

Thus, during his very first po- 
litical activity, Rhee double- 
crossed his Emperor and tried 
to sell out his country. And 
though Hoberecht extols his pris- 
on record as one received in the 
course of a struggle against a 
tyranical monarch, the fact is that 
he “escaped” — read: “was re- 
leased” —after intervention by the 
Japanese minister to Korea!

ALWAYS THROUGHOUT his 
life, Rhee was the agent of for- 
eign imperialists against his own 
people. In 1910, alter Japan 


had seized Korea (thanks to an- 
other “great” Republican, .Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt!) Rhee 
réturned from his refuge in this 
country to serve the Japanese col- 
onial rulers in his native, land. 
But the Japanese, having 
achieved their obi tive, had no 
further use for the traitor. So 
Rhee came back to the “land 
of the free and the home of the 
brave, button-holing all the 
wealthy and influential Ameri- 
cans he could reach on behalf 
of his own claim to head a “Ko- 
rean Provisional Government.” 
He had now become the creature 
of a new foreign master, and 
at the League of Nations in 1920- 
92. he tried to have Korea de- 


clared a mandated territory” of | 


the United States!  . 

In October ,1945, after having 
deserted his people's struggles for 
liberation during the better part 
of three and a half decades, the 
uncrupulous careerist was flown 
back to Korea by the U.S. Army 
in order to preside over the part 
of Korea below the 38th Paral- 
lel. Such an “act clearly indi- 
cated the relationship between 
master and lackey. 

Certainly it is understandable, 
in this day when the same fish- 
eyed barons of press, radio and 
television are trying to peddle 
the home-grown stool-pigeon as 
the natoinal symbol of heroism, 
that they should: also attempt to 
palm off an inveterate traitor as 
the symbol of Korean patriotism. 

The method in this madness 
should not deceive us: just as 
the stoolpigeon becomes the focal 

int of people’s scorn and 
hatred, so there is a danger that 
the trator Rhee will become the 
main butt of the people's anger. 

But however tome icable and 
revolting the role of Rhee may 
be, the crimes of those who ex- 
ploited and tried to capitalize 
on his perfidious cParacter are 
greater, more mo:#trous. The 
greatest criminals i@ this whole 
sorry mess are the Knowlands, 
McCarthys and MaeArthurs, for 
whom the Rhees ere merely 
pawns in a gamble at the ex- 
pense of the lives apd liberties 
of American working’ men and 
women!

PRESIDENT «GEORGE MEANY of the AFL was 
fully justified when he charged before Gov. Dewey's hear- 
ings on waterfront legislation that the Crime Commission's 


proposals would “regiment” all of the state’s labor under | 


government control. | 

Significantly, when he made that charge, no one of 
the Crime Commission disputed his view. The argument 
was only made that the prescribed “minimum standards” 
on internal union affairs, morals and what have you, in the 
proposed statute, are standards. that “decent” unions can- 
not object to. | : 

The fact is that under the guise of “curing” ills on 
the waterfront, the proposed lestelition, as Meany pointed 
out, would make all unions subject to state inspection and 
give to a state authority the right to interfere in the affairs 
of unions. . 

The Crime Commission's report says its “minimum 
standards” for unions “would have to be drawn in general 
terms applicable to ALL unions.” One provision would 
even permit an “authorized representative of the State De- 

vent of Labor” to attend, on request of 10 percent of 
a local’s members, the election meetings or be present at 
the balloting of the unions as inspector. Such inspectors 
would be charged with checking on the eligibility of voters, 
the conduct of the election, the ballot count, and secrecy 
of the ballot, and would file a report with the Labor Com- 
missioner. The same procedure would be follewed on 
voting to accept or reject contracts. 

The. requirement for longshoremen to register to 
qualify for work, with state Employment Information Cen- 
ters; the authority to be given the state to disqualify peo- 
ple whose “continued presence on the waterfront will en- 
danger the public peace, safety and welfare’; the further 
proposed requirement of ener to testify against 
themselves or their fellow workers if before a state agency, 
in order to qualify for jobs—all that, as Meany pointed out, 
makes it abundantly clear what Cov.
